Gen. Sir Arthur Currie Speaks 


On the Needs of McGill Before 
_ Large Audience at University 


Praises Work of 49th Battalion at 


Passchaendale—Funds Are Requir- 


ed at McGill For Library, Equipment And to Put Salaries on 


Proper Basis—Educated Men 


Required im All Lines of Endeavor 


—McGill Graduates Society to Be Formed Here 


General Sir Arthur Currie, speaking 
on the needs of the McGill University, 
before a large audience consisting of 
the Men's Canadian club, the Women's 
Canadian club, and the University 
tiudents, in the Convocation hall, 
Raturday might, in his opening re- 
marks told of the great work of the 
49th Battalion of Edmonton which 
had fought so therofcally at Paass- 
chaendael just three years hefore, to 
the very day. The morale of the 
¥rench ‘army ‘were no ‘better, the 
Americans were not yet there in euf- 
ficient numbers, and the great hulk of 
the @ghting fell upon the British army 
of which the Canadian corps was a 
part. ‘"‘We ‘were asked to start the 
battle at Passchaendale on the 22d 
of October instead of the 28th, as was 
orginally planned, but started on the 
26th, and during the four days that 
that we fought there, won the begest 
battle that the Canadian ever fought.” 

Will Celebrate Centennial 

MeGill University will celebrate ite 
rentennial year @ext year. It has 
played a very important function for 
nearly a hundred years and judging 
from its products, its men, it is really 
A great university. However, now the 
(natitution has reached a stage where 
t meeds money. It was built nearly 
a hundred years ago and for a great 
many years has feen able to do a 
great ‘work, but now better and 
larger buldings are required, ad- 
ditional fun for equipment and 
libraries and Tunds to gut the some 
five hundred teachers’ salaries On a 
proper basis, At the present the Mc- 
Gill university expends annually only 
$8000 on its ibrary, whereas some 
other universities spend upwards of 
$25,000 for the same ipunpos 

“The law of self culture and the 
law of service stand dehind the nations 
of today” said the epeaker. “A man 
in this world comes from his service 
to his fellow n.en, Regardless of the 
riches that © man may accumulate, 
the only thing that a man carry away 
from this world in his clenched fist, 
is that which he gave away twhen he 
was here.” 

The universities he pointed out, 
are the home and nursery of ideas. 
Education merely for utilitarian pur- 
poses may be justifiable, but the high- 


est and holest aim is the education | 


which helps to build and develop new 
ideas. Ths is the greatest of al) edu- 
cations. 

Conservation of Resources 

“Education has a great bearing on 
nationality,” he said, “and the latter 
is shown in many different forms. 
Ecogiomic etrength and robustness is 
the only fottndation ffor the state. 
Canada has great resources and we 
did not know how much of our re- 
Sources could be used up nf a short 
time until a few years ago, and we 
must consider conservation. The 
point is have we always distributed 
with skill and wisdom? 

Costs of production in every line 
are now greater than they have ever 
been before and we must employ 
scientific methods in production in all 
of our industyies. In every line of en- 
deavour are required educated and 
trained miniyto make the most of 
the conditions that exist. In distribu- 
zion, surely here of all places we meed 
elucated, skilled men to harneas the 
latent resources of the nation, the 
trained mind and the skilfu) hand to 
«rect, and as @ result of whose work 
the mighty wheels of industry are 
made io hum and sing :

Mr. Wood spoke 
at both services at Grace church and 
also to the lboys’ club in the afternoon, 
The church had apecial Thanksgiving

Mr. Wood snoke of the development 
of the individual] for the great social 
system. “Thy kindom come, Thy twill 
be done on earth as it is in heaven"— 
this was the ultimate stage of a per- 
fect civilization. 

But to attain this, some people all 
over the world, realizing that things 
‘were wrong, were rising in revolution 
to pluck out the wrongs. But this 
would never solve ‘ithe question. 
Christ himself had always taught 
“evolution” and never “revolution.” 

Speaking of trade, the speaker drew 
‘attention to the fact that it was mot

Who Landed Us Here? 


The sugar refiners are shouting 
for help. More than that, they say 
that they really need it, need it 
desperately, and that it is all the 
fault of the Board of Commerce. 

Reduced to details, the refiners 
say that they aré loaded up with 
$60,000,000 worth of sugar bought 
when Cuban ‘‘raw’’ was worth as 
much as 23 cents per pound; that 
the Board of Contmerce made or 
induced them to load up with it; 
and they now. want to know what 
they are to do with it, and whe- 
ther and how the Government in- 
tends to save them from going 
bankrupt. 

It is calculated that $60,000,000 
would represent about 300,000,000 
lbs., of sugar bought at the peak 
of the market. That is taken as 
being approximately the amount 
that the Canadian refiners have on 
hand more than they want ,or 
know what to do with.

‘‘Educating’’ the Public. 


At their convention in Toronto 
the Canadian Millers came to the 
conclusion that it would be good 
‘business to do some educational 
work, along the line of getting the 
public to see that it is advisable 
for the country to export more 
of its wheat in the shape of flour, 

That is a line along which the 
publie will be very willjng to be 
educated, provided the effort does 
not degenerate into propaganda 
for a tariff on’flour so high that 
the more flour that is made dn 
Canada the more the consumers of 
the country will have to pay for 
it. The advantages of manufact- 
uring raw products at home in- 


principle for which the “isn 


sold for in Canada and the price 
at which a pound of this surplus 
sugar would have to be sold in 
order to cover cost and expenses 
of refining and handling. If that 
spread is ten cents per pound, then 
the bill that the refiners present 
for settlement by Government or 
public sums up the neat total of 
$30,000,000. 

At first glance the reader is 
likely to say ‘‘It hardly seems en- 
ough,’’ with the expression the 
usually goes with that much-used 
piece of sarcasm. But the matter 
deserves more attention than that, 
and is likely to get it. If the re- 
finers are telling the truth they 
are confronted with bankruptcy, 
and that not through their own 
fault but that of the Board of Com- 
merce, They claim that in stocking 
up at the high price they were no* 
simply speculating, but were obey- 
ing orders of the regulating body 
appointed to see that they did not 
make excessive profits. If they car 
substantiate that statement they 
have a claim that looks as though 
it might stand up in the courts, 
and certainly one that has a cer- 
tain moral right to consideration. 

“The Board of Commerce was an 
agent of the Government, acting 
under authority—or presumed au- 
thority—of Acts of Parliament. It 
demanded obedience to orders 
from the sugar refiners and all 
other parties, and imposed penal- 
ties for refusal. For what the 
Board did, good bad or indiffer- 
ent, the Government has to 
answer and the public have to pay. 
If the Government did not approve 
the Board’s action it could and 
should have exercised the power 
of veto, but did not; and whether 
or not the public would have ap- 
proved if they had known makes 
no difference. The Government 
spoke for the public, and in the 
matter of sugar the Board of Com- 
merce spoke for the Government. 
The chain of responsibility is com- 
plete. If the Board of Commerce 
‘*bulled’’ the sugar situation to 
the extent of loading up the refin- 
ers with this vast quantity of high- 
priced sugar, it may be taken that 
the taxpayer, by one means or an- 
other, will have to answer for the 
loss. 

Three hundred million pounds of 
sugar represent about a half year’s 
supply for the whole of the Cana- 
dian people. It has to be admit- 
ted in support of the refiners’ 
claim that they have not, when 
left to their own choice, carried 
any such quantity, at least in re- 
cent years. Not many months ago 
the country was being told that
